These conditions, Garretson declared, 
were responsible for the united appear 
ance of the brotherhoods insistently de- 
manding the human right to enjoy some 
of the things that other men enjoy.

“We belie¥t,” said Garretson. “that 
questions affecting society take prece- 
dence over economics.

Attacks Arbitration Plea. 

Attacking the railways’ plea for arbi- 
tration as insincere, Garretson insisted 
that it was. not offered to men who were 
so poorly organized that they could not 
enforce demands. : 

“*I say on behalf of these railroad men,” 
Mr. Garretson declared emphatically, 
* that there is evidence today of a deadly 
danger underlying the social crust and 
that it is Hable to be brought to the sur- 
face unless means are found to settle this 
difficuly before it can reach the danger 
stage.” 

Frequently he declared the brotherhood 
officials could only call off the strike by 
reporting that a satisfactory settlement 
had been made. 

To postpone the strike after the men 
had voted it, Garretson declared, would 
mean the disintegretation of the brother- 
hood and “ turning over to the mob 
of the trains in 1877 and 1894."" 

“I want to impress on the commitee,”

year it pays out more than $2,000,000 in 
various forms of insurance. It keeps 
several hundred thousand dollars in cash 
to’ the credit of its insurance fund. Its 
officers are accustomed to the raising and 


| handling of great sums of money. 


Incidentally, about ten years ago thie 
great brotherhood, composed chiefly of 
brakemen on both freight and passenger 
trains, decided to raise a special strike 
or “ defense’ fund. It was decided that 
this cash fund, which Id be kept 
ready for instant use in of emergen- 
cies, should not be allowed to drop below 
$200,000. During the last year, it is under- 
mood, additional assessments have been 
levied on the 120,000 members of the 
byptherhood for the benefit of the strike 
fund, which fs said now té contain some- 
thing like $1,000,000 in cash. 


At Highland Park, on the north shore, 


this brotherhood maintains a great home | 


for its disabled and old members, the 
main bullding of which alone cost more 
than $100,000. 

The Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
is not only the largest, but it is one of 
the two radical and aggressive unions 
among the “ Big Four."" Thats but nat- 
ural, for its membere are largely young 
men who have not worked long enough 
either get near the pension age or to at- 
tain a position which is especially desir- 
able.

The railroads have 
already notified the engineers that a 
strike will—if they are employed again— 
put them at the bottom of the list, with 
the hardest and least desirable runs, and 
will cut them off entirely from benefit of 


the pension system. 


But of all the four unions that of the 
engineers is doubtless the strongest finan- 
clally. It ingures its members against 
sickness, accident, and death, and the} 
amounts paidare larger than those drawn 
by those of the other unions. The inter- 
national headquarters of the union are 
in Cleveland, O., in its own building., a 
big and handsome skyscraper, which is 
said to represent an investment of more 
than a million dollars. The engineers 
have also been collecting a strike fund 
and their war chest is said to contain 
several hundred thousand dollars. In ad-

dition they have large sums in their in- 


surance funds, which might be available 
for other purposes in a great emergency. 


Talk ‘of $12,000,000 Fund. 
From railroad sources comes the eati-

$15,000,000, though this is said by the 
labor people to be far too large. 


Even more conservative in its inception 
and early years was the Order of Railway 


Conductors. For the first twelve years 


of its history it was purely a fraternal

labor union about it. Even after it began 
to recognize the principle of “ collective 
ba@gaining’’ with the railroad companies, 


it retained for years a clause in its con- 
stitution which absolutely forbade strikes

INCREASE THE REGULAR ARMY. 
The calling home of several regiments of militia 
in anticipation of the railroad strike points out the 
unswerving folly of President Wilson's military 
policy. 

When he ordered the entire military force of the 
nation to the Mexican border he failed to make any 
provision for reserves. The first intimation of do- 
mestic trouble has forced him to weaken his border 
guard. If all the troops ordered to Texas were 
actually needed, then there are too few troops in 
Texas now. With every prospect of a-greater need 
of troops at home, there is no place to get them 
from excepting the Mexican border. 

This situation arises from the chronic refusal of 
the administration to face situations and to seek 
permanent solutions. Mr. Wilson says that the 
agiicy of “watchful waiting” demands a large 
army continuously held on the Mexican border. To 
provide this army on the border from the militia 
not only takes a large number of men from indus- 
trial life at heavy sacrifice to themselves but de- 
prives the nation of that domestic protection which 
the national guard has always supplied. 

Obviously our pressing need is a substantial in- 
crease of the regular army of the United States. 
This in turn may necessitate the payment of a 


general calamity. 

The refusal of a reasonable time to congress 
would be a challenge to every self-respecting patri- 
otic American which would deprive the brother- 
hoods’ claims of public sympathy and make certain 
drastic legislation for the public defense. 

The nation would better accept the evils of a 


railway strike than set a precedent of surrender to— 


force,“a precedent of hasty legislation under threat, 


_ ® precedent which would discredit if not virtually 


mullify the principle of arbitration in this country. 

Democracy cannot live if organized minorities can 
force it to wneonsidered acts. Chaos.and perpetual 
@isorder are the natural and inevitable results of 
the tactics of terrorism which are now threatened.

The situation is now much more grave than the 
question of a wage increase or a rate raise presents. 
It is a matter now of self-preservation. Certainly 
if the American people have any regard for the

If there is elevation of tempera- 
ture, headache, nervousness or fatigue 
report to your physician before taking

WE are obliged to Mr. H. H. Evans for a copy 
of Commander B. B. Taylor's official report of a 
typhoon that battered the Idaho Sept. 20, 1869—~ 
the worst storm that ever a vessel lived through. 
In places, says Mr Evans, it parallels Conrad's 
“Typhoon”; his ship, like the Idaho, is swept 
by seas from all sides when ih the center of the 
storm, and his book, like Commander Taylor’s re- 
port, is singularly silent about the second half 
of the storm. We cannot lay hand on the Con- 
rad tale at this moment, but those who can may 
compare it with the following excerpts from the 
log of the Idaho: 
At Sea, Sept. 25, 1869. 

“The gusts of wind now were sudden and all 
powerful, their fiendish howl deafening; the air 
composed of spray. The sea was pressed down 
smooth, the top of the wave cut clean off by 
the wind, and carried by the tempest in fine 
spray that blinded us and stung our faces pain- 
fully. At times the main-mast was invisible 
from the, quarter deck; it was utterly impossible 
even to look above the rail, and below it we 
actually breathed salt water. Orders could not 
be made intelligible by word of mouth, the 
trumpet was useless, and work alone was accom- 
plished by example. Men became sick from 
salt water which they imbibed; the tempest still 
blew from the southeast and continued so until 
7:40 p. m. . . . The barometer stood at 27.82 
when the main-topmast went close to the cap 
with a fearful crash, coming down with the 
whole debris of top hamper, starboard half of 
main top, all of which lodged outside of the lee 
main rigging. 

“The wreck of the main-topmast could not 
be cut away, and the ship began to labor heav- 
ily, shipping great seas with every lurch. One 
of these seas broke the whale boat in two, half 
of it went overboard, the other half remaining 
under the mizzen top, being kept there by the 
force of the wind; the sea crushed and carried 
away the bulkheads of the cabin, top gallant 
forecastle, armory, canopy railing, skylights, 
hammock rail, and everything loose about the 
decks. The ship went nearly on her beam ends, 
but in a moment righted and left the third 
cutter in the sea to leeward; the barometer had 
now fallen to 27.62. A sea came over the lee 
bow, carrying away and breaking rail and wood- 
work from forward, sweeping the gangway 
clean, bringing everything aft; carrying away a 
second time the ward-room skylight, which was 
now secured with the cabin carpet, but still 
tons of water rolled below. The tempest was 
now as intense as it was possible for it to be, 
and its fury unimaginable. The darkness was 
impenetrable except occasional flashes of very 
sharp lightning, when the waves could be seen 
banked over one another, seething and boiling, 
high above and around the ship. The noise was 
ke unearthly yells, and the poor ship quivered 
in every timber.”

the full allowance. 
in certain cases they throw a strongly 


concentrated blue light directly on the 
chest for half an hour. This gives a 
large amount of light without very much 
heat, the blue light not having much of 
the heat ray. 

The use of sunlight as a cure for tu- 
bercular glands of the neck and of the 
bones has been proven to be of great 
value through experiences running over 
many years. Its use in tuberculosis of 
the lungs is coming into rather general 
practice.

The Place Vendome consists of an oc- 
tagon or buildings. sl! of the seme order 
of Corinthian architecture, and erected 
in 1668 by Louis XIV. on the site of the 
immense palace of Cesar Monsieur, Due 
de Vefhdome, the natural son of Henry 
IV., and of the lovely Gabrielle d’ Estrées.

From 
them {it passea through marriage to the 
princely house of de Beaumont, to whom 
it belonged at the time of the revolution. 
During the reign of King Louis Philippe 
it was purchased by Say, the sugar king 
of France, who presented it to his eldest 
daughter on the occasion of her marriage 
in the closing days of the empire to the 
Marquis de Brissac, eldest son of the late 
Duc de Brissac. and who fell in battle in 
the war of 1870. 

From that time forth until her deatb 
last year, that is to say, for a period of 
half a century, it was her home. Until 
her marriage with the Vicomte Chretien 
de Tredern, she had her first husband's 
father, the late Duc de Brissac, living with 
her there, and it was in this house on the 
Place Vendome that her eldest son, the 
present Duc de Brissac, was reared. 

It became the center, not only of much 
gaiety, but also of political life, and it was 
under her roof that Gen. Boulanger made 
his debut in French society and where, 
with her glorious contralto voice, per- 
haps the finest in France, she sang for the 
first time the once celebrated song, “ En 
Revenant de la Revue,”’ on the occasion 
of his return from the great military re- 
view of July 14 at Longchamp, where he 
had received a tremendous popular ove 
tion.

In another portion of the Place Ven- 
dome is the official residence and head- 
quarters of the military governor of 
Paris.

The center of the square was formerly 
occupied by an equestrian statue of Louis 
XIV., which was demolished by the people 
during the revolution at the close of the 
eighteenth century. 

In 1806, some years later, the first Em- 
peror Napoleon gave orders for the erec- 
tion of a triumphal monument in honor of 
the victories of the French army. The 
column was copied after Trajan’s Pillar 
at Rome, over 135 feet high, and covered 
with bas reliefs in bronze, made out of 
thousands of cannon taken from the Aus- 
trians and Germans in the German and 
Austrian campaigns. 

The column was surmounted by a colos- 
gal bronze statue of Napoleon I. The one 


familiar to Parisians, with cocked hat 


and military surtout, was removed in 
1863 and replaced with one representing 
him arrayedina Romantoga. The statue 
was hurled to the ground In 1814, but later 
on was replaced with a much finer one. 

On the occasion of the commune insur- 
rection in 1871 the column was torn down, 
but was afterwards restored, the statue of 
Napoleon being replaced on the summit ip 
1875, where it still remains.

In view of the objections that have been 
raised in the state of New York to the 
formation of one or more regiments of the 
national guard, composed entirely of 
Jews, it may be of interest to state that. 
alike in England and in France, since the 
beginning of the war, the experiment has 
proved extremely successful. 

The men were found to be much more 
amenable to discipline and to ight much 
better, gathered into regiments of their 
own, than scattered In various corps, 
where it was claimied that, though bril- 
liant in attack, there were difficulties 
about subordinating them to the ordinary 
routine of acamp. These difficulties dis- 
appeared when assembled in regiments of 
their own. 

There are very large colonies of Russian

Venetia Stanley, became a convert last 
year to Judaism. She did this in order to 
marry the Rt. Hon. Edwin 8. Montagu, 
now minister of munitions, and who, ac- 
cording to the terms of the will of his 
father, the late Lord Swaythliing, was 
doomed to forfeit his immense inheritance 
in the event of his marrying a woman of

“*Moreover, in practice these pacifists 
have shown not only utter futility but 
moral baseness. They have not only been 
helpless to defend themselves but they 
have been so anxious to save their own 
skins that they have not dared to say 
one word against triumphant wrong and 
in favor of the right that was crushed 
by the wrong. There are few things 
more revolting than such an attitude 
when taken by professional moralists. 

“ As the world now is, our great free 
democracy must understand that unless 
it can protect itself by its own strength

Words Win

Former Executive Assails Mex- 
lean Acts—“Peace” Costs 
Many American Lives, 


unless it is carefully trained in advance— 
it will sooner or later suffer the fate that 
China is suffering before our eyes. 


Preparedness Long Put Off. 

“Thanks to the fact that President 
Wilson has sometimes led us wrong, and 
sometimes not led us at all, and that at 
the best he has merely followed afar off 
when convinced that it was politically 
safe to do so, we are at this moment no 
more prepared to defend ourselves than 
“we were two years ago when the world 
war broke out. At last we have begup 
the work of restoring our navy to the 
position it formerly held; but it will take 
years to undo the harm done when ip 
1910 the Democratic party gained control 
of the house and stopped upbuilding the 
navy; and it is entirely impossible to 
make the navy what it should be made 
as long as we have a president who ap- 
points and retains at its head a public 
official of the type of Mr. Daniels. 

* Our regular army should be increased 
to a quarter of a million men, with a 
short service term of enlistment; this 
would give us a mobile army of 125,000 
men, enough té patrol the Mexican border 
without help from the national guard, 
when Mr. Wilson halts between feeble 
peace and feeble war. 


Universal Military Training. 

“But this is not enough. The events 
of the past two years have shown that 
no people can permanently preserve its 
freedom unless that people is trained 
to arms. Above all, this is true of a 
democracy. The enjoyment of right 
must go hand in hand with the perform- 
ance of duty. Universal suffrage can- 
not be justified unless it connotes the 
performance by every voter of full duty 
to the state both in peace and in war. 
The man who refuses to fit himself to 
Oght in righteous war for his country 
is not fit to vote in that country. 

“We should follow the examples of 
the free democracies of Switzerland and 
Australia. There should be { this 
country a system of universal obliga- 
tory military training in time of peace, 
and in time of war universal service in 
— capacity the man or woman 
shall be judged most fit to serve the 
common wealth. 


Rights of Other Nations. 

“The policies of Americanism and 
preparedness, taken together, mean ap- 
plied patriotism. There should be cor- 
relation of policy and armament. Our 
first duty as citizens of the United 
States is owed to the United States. 
But if we are true to our principles we 
must also think of serving the interests 
of mankind at large. In addition to 
serving our own country we must shape 
the policy of our country so as to 
secure the cause of international right- 
eousness, fair play and humanity. vur 
first duty is to protect our own rights; 
our second, to stand up for the rights 
of others. 

“ President Wilson has signally failed 
to perform either duty. They can be 
performed only by deed. Words alone 
are useless. But, above all, fine words 
about abstract qualities which are con- 
tradicted by unworthy deeds in con- 
crete cases are much worse than use- 
less, bécause they teach us habits of 
hypocrisy, and because they cause other 
nations to regard us with utter con- 
tempt. President Wilson in his Deco- 
ration day speech saia: “ We hold dear 
the principle that small and weak states 
have as much right to their sovereignty 
and independence as large and strong 
nations.” These were the fine words. 
They were spoken about the abstract. 
When it became his duty to reduce them 
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the White House,” Mr. Roosevelt said, 
**that the troops would remain in Mex- 
ico until Villa was captured. It was 
furthermore announced that he was to 
be taken dead or alive. Fine words 
only—they mean nothing. Villa is not 
dead. He has not been taken alive.” 


CITES BAD CONDITIONS. 
The colonel quoted Secretary Lan-. 
sing’s note to Carranza of June 20, 
“which described the terrible conditions 
prevailing in the rebellion rocked repub- 
lic, as an admission of weakness. If 
conditions were and had been so ter- 
‘ vible, why hadn't the administration 
done something to change them, he 
ed. 

The colonel cited other “ mistakes” 
of the administration and held his big} 
audience spellbound until late into the 
night. 

The speech tonight was the climax to 
a reunion of Progressives and Repub- 
licans. A large delegation of Repub- 
licans and Progressives met him -in 
Portiand and escorted him here, where 
he reviewed an old fashioned torch- 
light procession, in which many former 
Progressive leaders marched. 

- From the time he landed in Boston 
today from the New York steamer until 
he retired to his rooms tonight. the for- 
mer president received enthusiastic dem- 
onstrations. °* 

TEXT OF T. R. SPEECH. 

The colonel’s speech was as follows: 

**I come here in Maine to advocate the 
election of Charles E. Hughes as president 
of the United States, and the election 
of a senate and house of representatives 
to support him, and to give some of the 
reasons why in my judgment it would bea 
grave misfortune for the people of the 
United States to re@lect Mr. Wilson. 

“* tT make no merely partisan appeal. I 
atk the support of all good citizens for 
‘our cause. I ask the support of all good 
Americans. And I not merely ask, but 
demand as a matter of right, that every 
citizen voting this year shall consider the 
‘question at issue from the standpoint of 
America, and not from the standpoint of 
any other nation. 

“ The root idea of American citizenship, 
the necessary prerequisite for patriotic 
service at home, and for service to man- 
kind at large, is that there shall be in 
our citizenship no dual allegiarce. There 
must be no divided loyalty between this 
country and the country from which any 
of our citizens, or the ancestors of any 
of our citizens, have come. 


Nation’s Twofold Duty. 

“The ‘policy of the United States must 
be shaped with a view to two conditions 
only: First, with a view to the honor and 
interest of the United States, and, sec- 
ond; with a view to its interest of the 
world asa whole. It istherefore our high 
‘and solemn duty, both to prepare our own 
strength so as to guarantee our own 
eafety, and also treat every foreign na- 
tion, in any given crisis, as its conduct in 
that crisis demands. The citizen who 
dees not so act, and who endeavors to 
shape America’s policy in the interest of 
the country from which he or his an- 
cestors have sprung, is no true American, 
and has no moral right to citizenship in 
this country. 

“Any attempt to organize American 

_ citizens along politico-racia] [nes is a 
foul and evil thing. Any organization of 
American: citizens which acts in the in- 
terest of a foreign power ig guilty :of 
Snoral treason to the republic. It is be- 

cause of such action that I condemn those 
professional German-Americans who in 
our politics act as servants and allies of 
Germany, not as Americans interested 
wolely in the honor and welfare of Amer- 

‘ lea, and I would condemn just as quickly 
English-Americans or French-Americans 
or Irish-Americans who acted in such 
manner. 

| Spirit of Americanism. 

“Americanism is a matter of spirit, 
‘of the soul, of the mind; not of birth- 
place or cfeed. We care nothing as to 
where any man was born, or as to the 
land from which his forefathers came, 
BO long as he is wholeheartedly and in 
good faith an American and =n 
else. If the man is a good American 
we care nothing as to his creed, wHether 
‘he be Protestant, Catholic, or Jew, we 
eare nothing whether his ancestors 
Came over in the Mayflower or whether 
the himself; was born in England or 
Ireland, in France or Germany, in Scan- 
dinavia or Russia. 

“Some of the very best Americans I 
have ever known were men who were 
born abroad; and in every great period 
of American history, the Americans 
who deserved best of their country have 


chromite flinched. 
Says President Flinched. 

“The case of Belgium exactly met his 
definition. It was a amali and weak state 
(and a highly civilized and wel! behaved 
state). Its ‘right to- sovereignty and in- 
dependence ’ was trampled under foot by 
a neighboring ‘large and strong nation.’ 
But as soon as the need for deeds arose 
| Mr. Wilson forgot all about ‘the principle 
he held dear.’ He promptly announced 
that we should be ‘ neutral in fact as well 
as in name, in thought as well as in ac- 
tion,’ between the small, weak, unoffend- 
ing nation and the large, strong nation, 
which was robbing it of its sovereignty 
and independence. 

“Such neutrality has been compared 
to the neutrality of Pontius Pilate. This 
is unjust to Pontius Pilate, who at least 
gently urged moderation on the wrong- 
doers. The president's fine words were 


whose ancestors had for generations

But all these men alike acted 
as Americans and nothing else, and 
with an undivided loyalty to this nation,

All Americans proud 
of their country should keenly resent the 
wrong he thereby did their country. Asan 
American with exceptional international 
knowledge has said: ‘ * * * A single 
official expression by the government of 
the United States, a single sentence de- 
nying assent and recording disapproval of 
what Germany did in Belgium, would have 
given to the people of America that lead- 
ership to which they were entitled in 
their earnest groping for the light. It 
would have ranged behind American 
leadership the conscience and morality 
of the neutral world. It would have 
brought to American diplomacy the re- 
spect and strength of loyalty to a great 
cause. But it was not to be. The Amer- 
ican government failed to rise to the de- 
mands of the great occasion.’ 


’ Failure to Protect Americans. 

“At this moment Mr. Wilson, and Mr. 
Wilson's fuglemen, advance as his great- 
est claim that ‘ he has kept us out of war.’ 
This claim can be seriously made only by 
individuals who indorse President Wil- 
son’s belief that deeds are nothing, 
words everything. War means a clash 
between the armed forced of two coun: 
tries. Nowadays (thanks quite as much 
to the professional pacifists as to the 
militarists)*it means, furthermore, the de- 
struction of the lives of civilians, and the 
property of civilians, as well as the prop- 
erty of the government. — 

“Under President McKinley we had a 
war with Spain. Under President Wilson 
we are assured that we have had ‘ peace ’ 
with Mexico. These are the words. Now 
for the deeds. During the war with Spain 
fewer Americans were killed by the Span- 
jards than have been killed by Mexicans 
during the present ‘ peace ’ with Mexico. 
Let me repeat this. A greater number of 
Americans have been killed by Mexicans 
during these years, when we are officially 
informed that we have been at peace 
with them, than were killed by the Span- 
fards during our entire war with Spain. 
Moreover, when the war with Spain was 
through, it was through. 

“ But peace still continues to rage as 
furiously as ever in Mexico. Nor js that 
all. The instant effect of the outcome of 
the war with Spain was to puta stop to 
the dreadful butchery: and starvation in 
Cuba and the Philippines, and the entry 
of both Cuba and the Philippines on a 
career of eighteen years of peace and 
| Prosperity such as they have never known 
before in all their checkered history. But 


*“peace’ the Mexicans themselves have 
been butchered by their own bandits, 
steadily and without intermission, and 
Mexican women and children have died 
by thousands—probably by scores of thou- 
sands—of starvation, and of the diseases 
incident to starvation. 


Peace Costlier than War. 

“In other words, Mr. McKinley’ Ss war 
cost less bloodshed than Mr. Wilson's 
peace; and it reflected high honor on the 
American people; whereas Mr. Wilson's 
peace has been one of shame and dis- 
honor for the American people, and one 
of ruin and bloodshed for the Mexicans 
themselves. 

“Mr. Wilson says we have had peace 
with Mexico. He says he did not wage 
war with Mexico. If he takes any com- 
fort out of this denial, let us not insist 
upon the proper terminology, and admit 
that he merely waged peace with Mexico. 
Well, as one incident of his waging peace, 
Some seventy-five 
men wearing American uniforms were 
killed and wounded, and three or four 
times that number of Mexicans. In Mr. 
McKinTey’s war we took Manila; and 
Dewey's fleet lost fewer men in the opeta- 
tion that resulted in the fall of Manila 
than were lost in the taking of Vera Cruz. 
Under these conditions, of what earthly 
consequence is it to assert thaf the tak- 
ing of Vera Cruz was an act of peace, and 
the taking of Manila anactof war? Only 
by a misuse of terminology, only by the 
use of an incorrect nomenclature, can we 
distinguish one military operation from 
the other. 


Contrast with McKinley. — 

“The real difference was that Mr. Wil- 
son became frightened and abandoned 
Vera Cruz, whereas Mr. McKinley did 
not abandon, Manila. Mr. Wilson's oper- 
ations were war just as mudh as Mr. 
McKinley's. But Mr. Wilson was beaten 
in his war. It was a war which was 
entered into pointiessly and abandoned 
ignobly; it was a war which failed; a 
war which did damage both to the Mexi- 
cans and ourselves, and which in its out- 
come reflected infinite dishonor upon our 
nation. But it was a war, nevertheless. 

** Again in March last, Villa madea raid 
into American territory. He wasa bandit 
leader whose career of successful infamy 
had been greatly aided by Mr. Wilson's 
favor and backing. He was at the head 
of Mexican soldiers, whose -arms and 
ammunition had been supplied to them in 
consequence of Mr. Wilson's reversing 
Mr. Taft's policy and lifting the embargo 
against arms and munitions into Mexico. 
They attacked Columbus, N. M., and 
killed a number of civilians and a num- 
ber of United States troops. 

“On the next day the president. tenucd 
an announcement that adequate forces 
would be sent in pursuit of Villa “ with | 
the single object of capturing him.”’ On 
April 8 the announcement was made 


from the White House that the troops 
would remain in Mexico until Villa was 
captured. It was furthermore announced 
in the press dispatches from Washington 
that he was to be taken “ dead or alive.”

Futile Villa Expedition. 

“On May 12 the pursuit of Villa was 
formally abandoned. On June ist the 
official figures of the dead and wounded 
during this futile expedition were pub- 
lished, and they showed that the killed 
and wounded included 116 United States 
soldiers and ninety-five American civili- 
ans. Since then the Mexicans have 
killed many more; I notice, for example, 
in the press, that at Decatur, Ala., there 
has just been buried Claude Bates, ap 
American soldier, who died July 24th of 
wounds received two days previously ina 
fight with Mexican bandits. Every week 


I have seen press statements of the kill-. 


ing of American regular soldiers or 
American civilians on the border. I do 
not know the total number of these kill- 
ings since June 1; but they include the 
Carrizal massacre. 

“* However, even before June 1, re this 
futile expedition against Villa, more 
Americans had been killed and wounded 


and| than in all the fights by land and sea 


during the Spanish war; save only the 
battle of Santiago itself. 

“In other words, during this murder- 
ous ‘ peace’ of Messrs. Wilson and Car- 
ranza, in less than three months more 
American blood was shed than in the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet at Manila, 
and than in the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet off Santiago; and than in the taking 
of Manila; and than in the fight at Guasa- 
bas; in short, in all the operations com- 
bined during the Spanish war, save only 
the actual battle of Santiago itself. And 
yet there are bersons who seemingly take 
comfort in speaking of one set of opera- 
tions as being war, and who praise the 
other set as being part of our ‘ policy of 
peace '"—the bloodstained penee of Messrs. 
Wilson and Carranza. 


Quotes Wilson Secretary. 


“You do not have to accept my state- 
ment of conditions in Mexico. Accept the 
official statement, of President Wilson's 
secretary of state to Carranza on June 20 


last, which runs as follows: 


** For three years the Mexican republic has 
been torn with civil strife; the lives of Ameri- 
cans and other aliens have been sacrificed; vast 
properties accumulated by American capital 
and enterprise have been destroyed or rendered 
nonproductive; bandits have been permitted to 
roam at will throughout the territory contigu- 
ous to the United States and to seize, without 
punishment, or without effective attenfpt at 
punishment, the property of Americans, while 
the lives of citizens of the United States who 
ventured to remain in Mexican territory or to 
return there to protect their interests have been 
taken, in some cases barbarously taken, and 
the murderers have neither been apprehended 
nor brought to justice. 

** * It would be difficult to find in the annals of 
the history of Mexico conditions more deplor- 
able than those which have existed there dur- 
ing these recent years of civil war. It would 
be tedious to recount instance after instance, 
outrage after outrage, atrocity after atrocity, 
to illustrate the true nature and extent of the 
widespread condition of lawlessness and vio- 
lence which have prevailed. During the last 
nine months in particular the frontier of the 
United States along the lower Rio Grande has 
been thrown into a state of constant apprehen- 
sion and turmoil because of! the frequent and 
eudden incursions into American territory and 
depredations and murders on American soil 
by Mexican bandits, who have taken the lives 
and destroyed the property of American citi- 
zens, sometimes carrying American citizens 
across the international boundary with the 
booty seized. American garrisons have been 
attacked at night, American soldiers killed and 
their equipment and horses stolen, American 
ranches have been raided, property stolen and 
destroyed, and American trains wrecked and 
plundered. 


“** The attacks on Brownaville,. Red House! 


Ferry, Progreso postoffice, and Las Palades; 
all occurring during September last, are typical. 
In these attacks on American territory Carran- 
cista adherents, and even (arrancista soldiers, 
took part in the looting, burning, and killing. 
Not only were these murders characterized 
by ruthless brutality, but uncivilized acts of 
mutilation were perpetrated. 


Carranza’s Brutality. 

“And this is Mr. Wilson's own official 
account of tae ‘ peace’ he has secured 
in Mexico! In this official statement 
President Wilson gives the final result 
of his policy in Mexico for the last 
three years. .J call your attention to 
the fact that he states that the attacks 
on the four enumerated American towns 
in September last were ‘typical,’ and 
Says that ‘in these attacks on Amer- 
ican territory there were Carrancista 
adherents and Carrancista soldiers, who 
took part in the burning and killing. 
Not only were these murders character- 


ized by ruthless brutality but uncivilized 


acts of mutilation were perpetrated. 

** President Wilson, therefore, explic- 
itiy shows that the Carrancistas, not 
once but repeatedly, made attacks on 
American towns and killed American 
citizens and mutilated them in Septem- 
ber, 1915. Yet on Oct. 19, 1915, less than 
a month later, this same President Wil- 
son, through his samy secretary of state, 
formally announced to Carranza’s agent

that it was his ‘ chesimeaie to take the 
opportunity of extending recognition 
to the de facto government of Mexico, 
of which Gen. Venustiano Carranza is 
the chief executive. 


- Kissed Hand That Slavped Him. 

“ President Wilson thus recognizea the 
governnrent which, his own secretary of 
State declares, had been less than a 
morth previcusly engaged in repeated 
assaults upcn Americans and in the in- 
vasion of American soil; the govern- 
mciut at whose head Was Gen. Carranza, 
who, less than two months previously 
on Aug. 2, 1915, had contemptuously re- 
fused to pay any heed to any represen- 
taticz.s of President Wilson on behalf 
of mediation, saying that ‘ under no con- 
sideration would I permit Interference in 
the internal affairs of Mexico.’ 

“President Wilson did not merely kiss 
theghand that slapped him in the face. 
He kissed that hand when it was red 
with the blood of American men, wom- 
en, and children, who had been mur- 
dered and mutilated with, as President 
Wilson, through his secretary of state, 
sayr, ‘ruthless brutality.’ 

‘$In all this shameful history of Mr. 
Wilson's dealings with Mexico during 
the iest thiee yeare nothing has been 
more shameful than his conduct at Tam- 
pico. 

“ At that time the particular bandit 
Mr. Wilson was favoring happened to 
be Villa. This, however, is of no con- 
sequence. Mr. Wilson has sometimes 
helped the different Mexican leaders of 
banj'ts against one another—now Villa 
against Huerta; now Carranza against 
Villa; but he has never stood up effec- 
tively for American rights against any 
of them. When he has ventured to take 
action. against any of them he has al- 
ways hastily abondoned the attempt as 
soon as the resistance by the bandit in- 
volved became serious. 


Incident ‘at Tampico. 

“At Tampico thcre was a general 
movement of attack by the Mexicans 
or Americans and other foreigners. We 
hed a squadron of American warships 
in the neighborhoou. The Wilson ad- 
ministration declined to permit this 
squadron to be used to defend the lives 
of American men and the honor of 
American women, and the commanders 
of the German and English ships at 
Tamp'co had to step in and perform the 
task our representative had so basely 
abanconeu. 

‘* At the very time that the Mexican 
mob had surrounded the building in 
which the Americans had taken refuge 
ard was howling for their blood the 
American fleet, in spite of the protests 
of the American naval commander and 
in accordance with wireless orders from 
Washingtoa, was forced to steam out of 
the harbor and leave the Americans to 
be massacred by the Mexicans or res- 
cued by the Germans and English. The 
case has voeen set forth in full, and 
without successful contradiction, by an 
expert in naval matters, Mr. Reuter- 
dahl. I wish to say with all gravity and 
in all seriousness that in this case the 
offer.se of the murderous’ Mexican mob 
was not as serious as the offense of the 
American administration. 


Phrases Unbacked by Deeds. 

“On Aug. 27, 1913, President Wilson 
said with marked oratorical effect: ‘We 
shall vigilantly watch the fortunes of 
these Ameéricans who cannot get away 
frcm Mexico.’ ‘Vigilant watching ’; 
‘watchfu! waiting ’—the phrase matters 
nothing, for there never is any deed to 
back it up. 
“Three years have passed since the 
date of this oration—three years of. in- 
cessant elocution on the part of Mr. 
Wilieen; three years of repeated invoca- 
ticns to humanity and peace by Mr. 
Wilscn; and Mr. Wilson still continues 
to ‘vigilantly watch the. fortunes of 
those Americans who cannot get away.’ 
There are not many of them left now. 
Hundreds have been killed, and Mr. 
Wilkon has watched their fortunes dis- 
interestediy, as if they had been rats 


pursued by terriers. 


‘This administration has displayed no 
more feeling of responsibility for the 
American women who have been raped 
and for the American men, women, and 
children who have been killed in Mexico 
than a farmer shows for the rats killed 
by his dogs when the hay is taken from 
a ba And now the American people 
are asked to sanction this policy in the 
naine of peace, righteousness, and hu- 
manity!’’ : 

Col. Roosevelt here made the point 
that throughout this period of trouble 
with Mexico President Wilson kept the 
country consistently in a state of unpre- 
paredness. Also, that while Mr. Wilson 
repeatedly said he would not intervene 
in Mexico he has intervened contin- 
uously. 

Case of Huerta. 


Then Coil. Rooseveit continued: 


“Scme of the defenders of Mr. Wil- 
sop, in answer to Mr. Hughes’ merciless 
indictment of Mr. Wilson's course, have 
sought to justify Mr. Wilson by at- 
tempting to turn the whole issue on the 
character of Huerta, who was the de 
facto president when Mr. Wilson became 
president of the United States. ‘They 
ask Mr. Hughes, ‘ Would you have rec- 
ognized Huerta?’ The answer is that 
ary one ot several courses could have 
been adopted, provided only that the 
course adopted had been followed with 
resoiution and with full acceptance of 
the responsibility involved. 

“There was much to be said in favor 
of the policy of recognizing Huerta and 
avoiding intervention: There was also 
much to be said in favor of the policy 
of retusing to recognize Huerta, whigh 
wns intervention, and then of fully ac- 
cepting the responsibility implied in in- 
tervention. But there is nothing to be 
said in favor of wabbling between the 
two policies, and néither recognizing 
Hverta nor accepting the responsibility 
for the chaos caused by failure to rec- 
ognize him. Yet this was the course 
Mr. Wilson followed. 


Untimely Recognition. 

‘There was no excuse for the recog- 
nition of Carranza in view of Mr. Wil- 
son’s failure to recognize Huerta. All 
the objections to Huerta applied with 
greater force to Carranza. Mr. Wilson's 
apologists say that Huerta was. the 
murderer of Mexicans. But Mr. Wilson 
himself, as quoted above, has shown 
that Carranza was the murderer of 
Americans. 
treats the murder of Mexicans as a bar 
to recognition, but not ‘the murder of 
both Americans and Mexicans. 

“And now, having condoned the re- 
peated murders of Americans by the 
Carrancistas, and having abased him- 
self before Carranza, and having aided 
in placing Carranza in power, what is 
Mr. Wilson's reward, and who pays it? 
The reward is that Mr. Wilson has to 
place 150,000 troops on the border to 
partially prevent the raids and mur- 
ders that his friend Mr. Carranza will 
not or cannot prevent; and the payment 
is made by the soldiers who are slain 
and by the families of the guardsmen 
who go in want because their husbands 
and fathers have been called to the bor- 
der to make good Mr. Wilson’s refusal 
to let the regular army administer such 
punishment to the bandits as to inspire 
in them a healthy fear. 

‘‘Instead, Mr. Wilson's course has 
been such as to encourage them into a 
feeling of boastful impunity. Mr. Wil- 
son’s course has been precisely like that 
of a police commissioner who declined 
to permit his policemen to use their 
night sticks against burglars, and in- 
stead insisted that the householders 
should sit up all night so as to scare 
the burglars away. 


: Policy of Drift. 


“It is not a pleasant task to point out 
these lamentable failures in our foreign 
policy during the last few years. If they 
were unimportant to the nation, {f they 
only affected Mr. Wilson personally, I 
would gladly keep silent about them. If 
they were isolated and exceptional! I would 
pass them by. But they are typical of the 
policy of drift to which this nation has 
been committed during these great and 
terrible years, when we have needed at 
the helm a firmer hand than at any other 
time since the civil war. If the policy of 
drift is sanctioned by the nation, and is 
permitted for a sufficient length of time, 
we shall surely face national shipwreck. 

** We are told that the mass of the vot- 
ers, the mass of the American people, will 
approve the policy of the administra- 
tion, the policy of drift, the policy of spine- 
less failure to do our duty to ourselves 


and to others because they believe in 


‘safety first.’ Such being the case, it is 
worth while examining just what‘ safety’ 

or ‘safety first’ means, and how far a 
policy based only on-considerations of 
safety is materially advantageous and 
morally justifiable. 


Safety Coincides with Duty. 


“To treat ‘safety ’ as an indispensable 
element of any continuots national policy 
is eminently proper. It is indispensable 
to wisdom that we shall shape our mili- 
tary policy so as to make ourselves—our 
home country, our canal zone, all our 
islands—absolutely safe against success- 
ful attack by any great European or Asi- 
atic military power. To this extent safety 
coincides with duty. But this ultimate 
safety in the future is to be obtained, not 
by shirking, but by performing our duty 
in the present. 

“When President Wilson two years ago 
reassured the American nation that there 
was no need for preparedness, no need for 
worry about our military shortcomings, 
no need for self-sacrifice and effort in or- 
der to make good these shortcomings, he 
wae sacrificing our future safety to con-

“Tt hold that this was exactly the re- 
versé6 of what he ought to have done. I 
hold that it is our clear duty to sacrifice 
some of our present ease and soft en- 
joyment of material things -in order to 
guarantee our future national safety. I 
hold that we should provide for the ample 
safeguarding of the heritage which our 
fathers left us and which our children 
should receive from us undiminish 


Previous National Crises. 

At. this point Col. Roosevelt sketched 
some previous crises in American his- 
tory—the crisis Lincoln faced, the peril 
which the nation faced in 96 through 
Bryan's plausible appeal for free silver, 
the Cuban problem and the Spanish 
war, the question of the Philippines. 
In all these cases the appeal to the 
sense of honor of the American people 
was successful. Then Mr. Roosevelt 
continued: 

“Since 1912 we have had four years 
of a policy which has been an opiate 
to the spirit of idealism. It has meant 
the relaxation of our moral fiber. Hor- 
ror of war, combined with a sordid ap- 
peal to self-interest and to fear, has 
paralyzed the national conscience. We 
have been told that Americans, if they 
do not wish to be killed, should leave 


Mexico and should keép off the ocean; } 


that to save a few American lives’ it is 
not worth while to hazard the lives of 
American soldiers; that Mexicans 
should be allowed to spill blood to their 
hearts’ content; that the European war 
is no concern of ours; that even as be- 
tween Belgium and Germany we should 
be neutral not _— din act but in sym- 
pathy. 

No Appeal to Moral Idealism. 

“Not once has President Wilson 
squarely placed before the American 
people the question which Abraham 
Lincoln put before the American people 
in 1860; what is our duty? Not once has 
he appealed to mora! idealism, to the 
stern enthusiasm of strong men for the 
right. On the contrary, he has em- 
ployed every elocutionary device to lull 
to sleep our sense of duty, to make us 
content with words instead of deeds, 
to make our moral idealisni and enthu- 
siasm evaporate in empty phrases in- 
stead of being reduced to concrete ac- 
tion. 
officially kept in a position of timid 
indifference and cold selfishness. Amer- 
ica, which sprang to the succor of Cuba 
in 1898, has stood an idle spectator of 
the invasion of Belgium, of the sinking 
of the Lusitania, of the continued 
slaughter of our own.citizens, and of the 
reign of anafchy, rapine, and murder 
in Mexico. 


_ People Ready to RéSpond. 

“Nevertheless, I believe that the 
American people were ready for the 
same kind of appeal which was made to 
them by Abraham Lincoln in 1860, by 
the advocates of an honest currency in 
1896, by the advocates of the Spanish 
war in 1898, by the advocates of nation- 
alism in 1900, 

“ But the appeal was not made. On 
the contrary, Mr. Wilson invoked the 
spirit of timidity and selfishness. He 
made no effort to invoke the sense of 
duty. He put ‘éafety first,’ the im- 
mediate safety of the moment, to be 
obtained by shrinking from duty. He 
did not even put American rights first, 
still less did he put American duty first. 
- “ His task was not an especially difficult 
or dangerous task; but it needed a brave 
heart and a steady hand. Under his lead

On Not Making Wines. 


N astonishing number of requests 
have come to this column this 
year for wine recipes. I hope I 
have answered all the letters that 
fulfilled the requirements. For 
the other writers below is some infor- 
mation that may perhaps help, and it is 
the only way I can help, for I know 
nothing, about wine making,-and if I 
wanted to make wine I should expect to 
serve a good deal of an apprenticeship 
at the art before I could succeed in the 
long process. 
Fine cool storerooms, which city apart- 
ments do not possess, a knowledge of 
containers and many other things are 
needed, especially a knowledge of fer- 
mentation, and then an attempt at mak- 
ing wine may be a failure, for it may 
sour, or “ fret,’’ or lose its color for a 
very ugly one, or it may be ropy, “ not 
brisk,”’ etc. And then there ts the clari- 
fication. Even peopie who make a busi- 
ness of making wines have trouble, and 
the great Pasteur won his first taste of 
fame by discovering and curing the dis- 
eases of wine. 

Our American cook books do not in 
this day, nor in the early day, contain 
recipes for making wine. English cook 
books do, yet I never heard English 
wines praised or even mentioned. 

Even in the smaller editions of the 
world known “Mrs. Beeton’s Cookery 
Book ” are to be found recipes for apple 
wine (ready in twelve months): cherry | 
brandy made of good French brandy; | 
damson wine (ready in twelve months). 
etc. Her rhubarb wine, 
mead, and gooseberry 
twelve months, but the ginger wine is 
ready in three or four months. 

Similar recipes will be found in the 
“Every Day Cook Book,” compiled by 
Mary Jewry. In Hazlitt's “ Old Cookery 
Books“ will be found recipes for wines 
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BY JEAN SEIVWRIGHT.

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The Bulb Garden. 

VERY woman who loves flowers 
ought to grow bulbs. They give 
flowers shortly after the snow of 
winter has vanished, and tide over 
the interval in which there would 

tbe but few flowers in our garden.jf it 

were not for them, 

And they are of the easiest culture. 
Any one can grow bulbs satisfactorily in 
almost any kind of soil if care is taken 
to prepare the beds in which they are 
planted properly, and they are put into 
the ground at the right time of the year. 

~o- 

The impression seems to prevail that 
bulbs can be planted any time during 
the fall before the ground freezes, and 
that those which grow into the ground 
late in the season stand just as good a 
show of success as those of earlier plant- 
ing. This is a mistake, as those who 
defer planting their bulbs until Novem- 
ber will surely find, the season after 
planting. Late planted bulbs will sel- 
dom give a satisfactory crop of flowers 
the following spring, and these are sure 
to be so small and inferior that they af- 
ford the owner liitle if any pleasure. It 
will be just the opposite with bulbs which 
were planted in September or early Oc- 
tober, or early enough in the season to 
enable them to make a strong growth of 
roots before cold weather sets in. 


@ -_o 

This being the case, I, of course, advo- 
cate early planting. The florists’ cata- 
logues of bulbs will be sent outin August 
and early September, and as soon as they 
are received tke amateur gardener should 
decide on what kinds he or she proposes 
to plant and send off the order as soon 
as possible, so that there will be no de- 
lay in filling it. 

And as soon as the order is sent away 
the preparation of the ground for the 
reception of the bulbs should be begun. 
Should they come to hand before the 
ground is ready for them they should be 
put away in a cool, dark place, well 
wrapped, and left there’ until they can 
be planted. On no account unwrap them 
and leave them exposed |to the light, as 
they part speedily with the moisture 
stored in their scales, and this moisture 
is their life blood.
